Probably not one person out a 
hundred who pa.sses by the Phila- 
delphia mint, tliat grim-looking 
edifice at Chestnut and Juniper 
streets, after nightfall, realizes 
what is going an inside. From the 
Philadelphia Inquirer we learn of 
precautions taken to properly pro- 
tect, especially at night, the mil- 
lions upon millions piled up in the 
great vaults. 

The doors of the mint are closed 
every week-day promptly at four 
o'clock in the afternoon. 

Simultaneously with the closing 
of the dooi-s, the first shift «»f the 
night guard goes on duty. 

The shift is composed of the <'ap- 
tain of the guard and eleven stal- 
wart men. As the men file out to 
begin their round each one is hand- 
ed a bi<» Colt's revolver of the most 
approved pattern, and loatled with 
big cartri«iges. 

From then on until midnight 
seven of the eleven guards patrol 
without cessation eveiy lloor of the 
inside of the mint, from the cor- 
ridors of the gloomy vaults, where, 
away down in the earth, are stoweti 
eighty odd million dollars in silver, 
and almost as much gold, to tlie 
top floor, in which there is nothing 
more valuable than machinery. 

Placed at frequent intervals 
thioughout corridors are electrical 
devices for enabling the captain of 
the guard to keej* tabs on his force, 
of men. 

Each of these little machines 
communicates with the rotunda op- 
posite the Chestnut Street entrance 
to the mint. Here it is that the 
captain is stationed all through the 
long hours of his uifrhtly shift. 

(Jutside the big liuiltling the mint 
guards are patrolling up and dowi>, 
carefully watching that no suspi- 
cious characters approach too near 
the vast treasure left in their care. 
Promptly at midnight the second 
shift of the night guard puts in an 
appearance to relieve the early 
shift. It is also composed of a cap- 
tain and eleven men, and they are 
split up, as the other squad, into 
inside and outside details From 
inidniiiht on, until seven o'clock in 
the miu-ning, they toMow in the 
footsteps of the first shift, with 
every faculty alert to catch an in- 
truder. 

The big revolver's are not the 
only weapons ujion which the 
jruartls have to rely. On each side 
of the main corridor leadine from 
the Chestnut Street entrance, 
stands a walnut ease. Through 
the polished glass fiont of one 
frown twenty Winchester rifles.

Mrs. Hoy, 
born Lowei'y, was U'ft an orphan 
when young and became an inmate 
of the Cincinnati Orphans' Home. 
She was so bright in acquiiiugan 
education that the institutiim and 
its officers were proud of her, and 
became exceedingly attached to 
her. She numbenHi among her 
friends some of the liest people of 
the city, ntid wlieii uhi* wavi married 
last fall the wedding was quite a 
society event, taking up a couple 
of columns in fhe papers. She re- 
ceived a gi'cat number of presents, 
some veiy valuable, among them 
being S.'iOOO in (Tovernment lionds 
from the l>ridegroom.'

The V(>ry first test was a phono- 
graph renilering, which the "sub- 
ject," <iuickly ])idii<iunced as being 
horns and brass inslrumcnls. Dr. 
Currier and Mr. Van Tasscll, who 
assisted, smih>d as they showed ile- 
poiH'iit the record, which was label- 
ed, March: from "The IJride 
Fleet " (Sousa's Hand.) 

Next, a vocal solo r«>cord was 
placed on the (cylinder, and tlie 
undersign«!il at oium* stated that, a 
man was speaking. Other trials 
and tests were simply repetitions of 
the experien<'<^ of the .lotiHNAl, edi- 
tor, which hav(( been already 
narrated in this paper. 

While awaiting the lime when 
this apparatus shall have been per- 
fected, with fervid apprehension, 
it is safe lo say that many of us 
will, in the very near future, have 
as valuable an aid to our missing 
senses, as Ihe legless individual en- 
joys in the <'onl 1 ivanees of wood 
and cork thai make him almost as 
well olT as if he enjoyed the *' re- 
gular und(>rstanding."

l<'ollowing a protracti'd test, such 
as I underwent, the electrical vi-

Notesof Interest ot the Week's

'The young l^zar of Russia, as his 
Pi^ace Rescript proves, is a ruler o\ 
rem.'irkiible enlightenment ;iiid in- 
itiative. We ar-e [)leased to learn, 
moreover, tlnit, not content with 
being himself in some respects a 
little ahcinl «)f his age, he ia deter- 
mined that his country, at least, 
shall not remain behind. The deaf 
and dumb of Russia arc at last to 
lie taken under the protection of the 
Stat(\ Jind (.Government schools are 
to be fotinded f.o iliem throughout 
th<> Empire. 

• Dr.'Tehlenew esMiuMier* ilmt in all 
Ru.ssia there are ;u« many as '.20(1,000 
deaf-mutes. Of thiannmlier, 4.'), 000 
are recktuied lo be children of school 
ag«>. 'There are at present hut 1 '.I 
stdioolsfor the deaf in Russia, with 
an aggregate of 1,014 pupils, being 
scarcely a per cent of the deaf-mutes 
of school age. The need thtit the 
C/.ar is now going to supply is there- 
fore very obvious. 

'The oldest, and largest school is 
that of St. Peterslnirg, founded in 
180()by Kmpre-ss Dowager Mtirie, 
widow of Paul I., who went to 
great pains to select competent 
instructors, and who, as long as she 
lived, took the most intimate 
intoresl in the welfare of the in- 
mates. In order to have the school 
more under her own eye, she first 
eslabli.shed it at Pavlovsk, her 
summer residence, but afterwards

The next oldest school is at ^Var- 
saw, founded in 1817. It contains 
130 deaf pupils, besides a num- 
ber of blind. This is said to have 
the linest buiblings jind grounds of 
any institution, the latter being laid 
out like a park. Its methods of 
instruct ion are eclectic, and il makes 
manual training a feature. Sunday 
classes are maintained for old pu- 
pils, besides other features of an 
adult mission. 

'The .\rnold Institute, at Moscow, 
is the seci>iul largest, school, with 
1411 pupils. It was founded in 1S80 
by I>r. .\rnold. lis teacldng, 
which includes instruction in se- 
veral Ir.'vdes, enjoys the highest re- 
ptile. Conneefeti with this school 
is a " IIome"tor such of its gra- 
duates as l>ecotne disabled from 
<>arning their own livelihood. 
Whether the benevolent founder is 
a niembei of the family education- 
ally famous in England, we are not 
inf(U'med. 

The lit Itussian schools for the 
deaf are v<>iy unevenly distiibnted ; 
Finnish Russia with a pointlation 
of only two millions, having four 
schools and 141 pupils, whilst the 
rest of Russia has <mly \!> schtM)l8 
and S73 ptipils. Il is suprising to 
tiiid th.it tlie livrge and prosiM'ttnis 
city of Ode.s.sa, which has ha<l a 
scluH>l since 1843, can boast of only 
!t pupils. The schools at Viiizniky, 
Totila and Saratow are perishing 
for want id' funds. 

All the Russian scIivmiIs, so far, 
owe their support to private gen- 
erosity, which is highly civdilable 
to the Russian character, one of 
the strongest traits of which 
(strange as some politicians may

Absorb- 
ed in the work on the pile driver, 
he faile<l to see the train coming 
towanls him at a rapid rate from 
the city or feel its warning rumble 
until it was upon him, and then 
his efforts to get out of the way 
were in vain. The pilot of the 
engine struck him first, breaking 
his legs just above the ankle; in 
the very sjune instant almost his 
head was dashed against Ihe boiler 
he.td and crushed like a bit of 
fragile shell. So great was the 
force of the V»low that liis hea<l was 
spilt oiHMi from the forehead over 
the top of the head to a point just 
back of the right ear. The entire 
right side of the brain was forced 
front its box of bone and scattered 
about the track. 

■ For some time before the man 
was hit, the engineer of the 
passenger train saw him on the 
track antl he sounded liis whistle 
vigorously to warn him of his 
danger. Not knowing that Ritchie 
was deaf. Hie engineer expected 
that he would get oflf the track at 
the last moment. " So many peojile 
stay on the track until the last 
minute," said the engineer, "that 
we can never t*ll whether they are 
going to get off the track or stay 
on. This bothers us more than any 
other thing that happens to us in 
railroading. 1 whistled as hard as 
I could and I thought the man 
would get ofT, so I didn't slow up 
the tiain enough to prevent it hit- 
ing him." 

The train was brought to a stand- 
still immediately after the man was 
hit, and with his body on board it 
backed to the city station, from 
which place it was taken by l^nder- 
taker Lunkley. An inquest will be 
held by Coroner Trey nor this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. 

William (i. Ritchie was a br 
ing man, about 39 years old, 1 
at 18 Third Street. He has been 
employed by E. A. Wiekham A Co. 
as a dirt shoveler. Not only was 
ne near anu uuino, um lus wiie is 
similarly afflicted. He leave beside 
his wife three small children — two 
tiirls and a boy. He has parents 
livihg at Missouri Valley and a 
sisters at Cresent City. His family 
is left in viry jxtor circumstances. 
No blame whatever was attaclied 
by the coroner's jury to the North- 
west«'rn railroad company for the 
death of William « Rit'chic, the 
deaf-mute who was struck by a 
Nt>rthweslern passenger train north 
of th city Ttiewlay morning. Coro- 
ner Treynor held the inqtiest yester- 
day morning at Lunkley's under 
taking establishment and wassssist- 
ed l)v a jury consisting ofW.C. 
loseph, J. W. Scott and E. Mc 
William-s. They found that Ritchie 
came to his death l)y being acciden- 
tally struck by an etigine and tr.<iin
